EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

The application has been amended as follows: 

3. (Amended) An apparatus as claimed in claim 1 , further 

comprising display means for displaying, in the event of 

the jam occurred without said first [paper] medium sensing means 

sensing a recording medium, a message informing an 

operator of said apparatus of the recording medium left in 

the fixing device. 

7. (Amended) An apparatus as claimed in claim 5, further 

comprising a display configured to display, in the event 

of the jam occurred without said first [paper] medium sensor sensing 

a recording medium, a message informing an operator of said 

apparatus of the recording medium left in the fixing 

device. 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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The primary reason for allowance of claims 1-8 is the inclusion of when a first 
medium sensing means or sensor sensing a recording medium is jammed, the image 
forming apparatus is prevented from resuming an operation unless a set condition of the 
fixing device is interrupted. This is found in all of claims 1-8, but not disclosed nor 
suggested by the prior art of record. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Kono, Kusumoto et al., Makiura, and Izeki (Japan, 836) disclose 
art in detecting paper jams in the image forming apparatus. Nakatomi et al. discloses a 
housing with an image fixing unit that is removable.
